Cuilding Construction and 
Highways Big Users 
Of Material. 


WASHINGTON.—Uncle Sam’s re- 
cent purchase of 23,520,000 sacks of 
cement to build the Shasta dam in 
California has called attention to the 
fact that the United States is now 
the largest producer and consumer 
of portland cement in the world. 

‘It is difficult to visualize the 
volume of cement used in such a 
project as the Shasta dam,”’ says 
the National Geographic society. 

“The sacks, laid end to end. would 
extend more than one-third way 
around the world at the Equator— 
8,540 miles, greater than the dis- 
tance from London to Singapore. 
This same amount of cement would 
construct a 20-foot highway from 
New York to Los Angeles, 2,400 
miles. 

“In the past 30 years the govern- 
ment has built more than 55 dams 
rising to heights of from 24 feet to 
727 feet, for irrigation, power, and 
flood control. The amount of 
cement used in these vast projects 
is enormous, yet dam building fig- 
ures but a part of the country’s 
cement consumption. 


Discovery an Accident. 

“The most extensive use of port- | 
land cement in the United States 
today is in building construction, 
which consumes about 24 per cent of 
domestic production. Highways and 
street paving consume about 23 per 
cent. Dams and waterfront devel- 
opments take 14 per cent; resi- 
dences, 10 per cent. 

“Great advances have been made 
in cement making since 1824, when 
England granted a patent for ‘port- 
land cement’ to Joseph Aspdin, a 
bricklayer of Leeds. The cement 
was named from its resemblance 
to the building stone of the Isle of 
Portland, a rocky limestone penin- 
sula on the southern coast of Eng- 
land. Aspdin built a bottle-shaped 
kiln at Wakefield, 10 miles from 
Leeds, where he fired a mixture 
of finely ground limestone and clay. 


This early cement was used in 
building the Thames tunnel, in 
1828. 


“Cement is used solely as a bind- 
ing material, just as mortar is used 
as a bond in laying brick. In con- 
crete, the cement binds the parti- 
cles of gravel and sand together. It 
was while trying to develop a bond 


for masonry stronger than lime 
mortar that Aspdin discovered 
cement. 


“Today, the limestone is crushed 
by large gyratory or roll crushers, 
mixed with the other raw materials, 
and then pulverized. This mixture 
is put into cylindrical kilns roasted 
at a temperature of from 2,400 to 
2800 degrees Fahrenheit. 

“The intense heat combines the 
various ingredients chemically into 
cement clinkers. The clinkers are 
mixed with heavy stecl oval-shaped 
globules and are pulverized by ro- 
tary grinders into portland cement. 
The cement is then tested for fine- 
mess, setting, soundness, strength, 
and chemical analysis. 

First U. S. Mill in 1872. 

“Oil or gas is sometimes used to 
fire the kilns. If coal is used in 
producing the 5,880,000 barrels of 
cement for Shasta dam, it will re- 
quire 367,500 tons of coal, in addi- 
tion to 1,449,600 tons of limestone 
and 396,800 tons of clay or shale. 
Altogether 2,199,120 man-hours of la- 
bor will be required to make this 
Shasta dam cement. 

“The first cement mill in the 
United States was built in 1872, in 
Pennsylvania. By 18909 there were 
16 cement plants which produced 
335,500 barrels of cement; this was 
still inadequate to domestic demand 
and nearly 2,000,009 barrels were 
imported that year In 1936 there 
were 163 plants in the United States 
which produced 112,396,000 barrels. 

“Today, Pennsylvania _ is the 
greatest cement-producing state, ac- 
counting for more than one-fifth of 
the country’s output, and shipping 
about three-fourths of this to other 
states. California is second in pro- 
auction. Cement is produced in 33 
other states, the location of mills 
being largely determined by the ad-

New Laws 
Property Owners 


effective September 19, will have 
far-reaching effect in correcting 
practices by which unscrupulous 
business operators have profited 
largely. 

Of prime importance to those 
who have lost their properties 
through delinquencies is AB 1954 
which requires the publication of 
three notices before tax-deeded 
properties may be sold. Similar 
laws were twice passed by the 
California Legislature and twice 
vetoed by former Governor Frank 
EF. Merriam. 

By reason of Governor Culbert 
L. Olson’s signature to this meas- 
ure, it no longer will be possible 
to arrange virtually private sales 
of tax deeded properties at which 
the purchasers buy up these pro- 
perties at virtually their 
price. 

Under AB 1954, which amends 
section 3897 of the Political Code, 
it is mandatory to advertise in a 
newspaper of general circulation 
in the township where the prop- 
erty is located three notices of the 


own 


proposed sale. These notices must | 


be at least a week apart prior to 
the sale. 
Thus any property owner, who 


has lost his property through tax ; 


delinquency, will be adequately 
notified when it comes up _ for 
sale and may repurchase it if he 
is in a financial position to do so. 
Likewise, it will increase the 
state revenue from such sales by 
virtue of the fact that such sales 
will be widely advertised and de- 
sirable properties will, by their 
very nature, draw competitive 
bidding. 

The second law, will give cred- 
itors a protection they long have 
sought in respect to bulk sales. 
Under the new law, AB 48, amen- 
ding section 3440 of the Civil 
Code, notice of intention to sell 
or chattel mortgage stock in 
trade, in bulk, or a_ substantial 
part thereof, other than in the or- 
dinary course of trade will re- 
quire publication of a notice of 
such transaction. 

At least seven days before such 
sale, transfer, assignment or the 
mortgaging of such property, a 
notice will have to be recorded 
with the county recorder in the 
county or counties in which the 
property is located. Subsequent- 
ly, not less than two days before 
the transaction, a formal notice 
must be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the town- 
ship where the property is loca- 
ted.

Realty Men Not 
For Ham And Eggs 


That the Ham and Eggs meas- 
ure, appearing as Proposition No.1 
on the ballot of the special elect- 
ion, Nov 7, was impractical and 
certain to wreck the entire econ- 
omic structure of the state should 
it become a law, was the state- 
ment of Charles A. Pugh, promin- 
ent member of the San Jose Real- 
ty Board, and chairman of the or- 
ganization’s Ham and Eggs com- 
mittee which recently investigat- 
ed the bill, resulting in the board's 
resolution unanimously condemn- 
ing it. 

Besides declaring that the pro- 
visions of the bill were despotic 
and ruinous, Pugh said: 

“Its utter failure from a purely 
business standpoint is plainly ev- 
ident when we consider that in- 
gurace agents and realtors have 
received notice from the compan- 
ies as well as from property own- 
ers that they cannot and will not 
accept such worthless paper as 
30-Thursday warrants in payment 
for insurance and rents. 


“Then there are the Federal 
Housing premiums — monthly 
payments which must be made 


not only on time but with recog- 
nized United States money. These 
payments could not be made 
should the bill pass. 

“These are but two of the many 
vital which should 
cuide the average man and wo- 
man to vote against this destruct- 
ive measure. The Real Estate 
association of this city as well as 
the state organization is greatly 
disturbed over it, since it threat- 
ens to wipe out real financial val- 
ues as well as plunge California 
into a condition of chaos.”

Lights of NewYor

War between the police and New 
York’s army of peddlers is never- 
ending. Peddlers are licensed by 
the city. But there are certain dis- 
tricts which the law says they must 
not invade.

Nonpayments of license fees means 
more profits. So do excursions into 
forbidden territory. Competition is 
less keen there. The police are 
charged with the duty of enforcing 
the law. Hence many peddlers are 
escorted to police stations and from 
there to a magistrate’s court. 
Sometimes the street in front of the 
old Forty-seventh street station, in 
the heart of the Tenderloin, resem- 
bles a section of the lower East 
Side. That’s because so many push- 
cart peddlers have run afoul of the 
law. While they are inside, their 
stocks remain outside.

But as usual, they 
lost out. The policemen merely tele- 
phoned for a police launch—and 
police launches are fast. Peddling 
at Orchard beach isn’t popular or 
profitable just now.

Many New York cigarette smok- 
ers are rolling their own at present. 
The three-cent tax is the cause. 
Last year, the city imposed a cent 
a package tax to raise funds for re- 
lief purposes. The penny 
brought in about $7,000,000. The 
tax didn’t work any hardship on 
smokers since most tobacco dealers 
absorbed it. But the state legisla- 
ture, at the last session couldn't 
let such a golden opportunity pass. 
So a tax of two cents a package was 
slapped on. When that took effect, 
prices of cigarettes jumped three 
cents a pack. Dealers in New York 
city complained that their business 
would be ruined unless the city 
knocked off its tax. No action was 
taken, however. 

» * * 

The result was a decrease in cig- 
arette business in New York and a 
big increase over in New Jersey. 
On cigarettes in that state, there is 
only one tax, the internal revenue 
levy. Stores advertised postage- 
paid bargains in New York news- 
papers. Roadside stands sprang up 
along all roads leading to the city. 
Trucks stopped at vantage points 
and drivers peddled cigarettes. Fill- 
ing stations also added stocks. A 
crimp was put into the roadside 
business by the law, however. Fed- 
eral law requires that each tobacco 
seller must register with the collec- 
tor of internal revenue and post a 
$500 bond. Then there is a state 
law which prohibits the vending of 
tickets or goods on a highway. 

* = * 

Commuters, especially those who 
drive to work, bring in hundreds of 
cartons daily. Some increase their 
earnings in that manner. Most 
of the bootlegging, however, is done 
merely as a favor. In many offices, 
Jersey residents keep their fellow 
workers supphed with tax-free 
smokes.
